MALIBU/MIRAGE INITIAL TRAINING 

The goal of our PA-46 Malibu Initial Training is to familiarize you, as a pilot, with your aircraft.

We will accomplish this in the 
following manner: 

• During the 2 days of ground school, you will become familiar 
with the systems of the aircraft and proper operating procedures. 

• You will spend up to 8 hours in our Malibu/Mirage Simulator. 

• You will fly up to 5 hours with an instructor during which VFR and 
IFR flights are accomplished. 

Upon arrival at Vero Beach for your four to five-day course, you will begin one of the most inter¬ 
esting and informative sessions that a Malibu pilot can experience. During your 2 days of ground 
school, you will become familiar with the powerplant, environmental systems, weight and balance, 
performance, hydraulic and landing gear systems, flight control systems, electrical, fuel, pneumatic 
and de-ice systems, and normal and emergency procedures. Safety is stressed during the entire 
course, and we will be discussing FAR's, Instrument Procedures, proper use of your avionics, 
weather, and human factors as it relates to safe decision making. High altitude procedures and the 
proper operation of your autopilot/flight director are emphasized. The Malibu accidents and sus¬ 
pected causes are reviewed and proper avoidance and recovery techniques are practiced in the 
simulator and flight portions of the training. We encourage class participation and questions. 

You will make takeoffs and VFR and 
IFR approaches and landings at various airports. You will also be taught the power settings for 
climbs, cruise, and descents as well as approach power settings and procedures. We will review 
with you emergency situations such as alternator, vacuum, landing gear, fuel pump and navigation 
receiver failure, induction ice, instrument failures, fuel imbalance, and more. After this orientation, 
we progress to single and multiple emergencies while operating in an IFR environment. The simu¬ 
lator allows us to provide situations and experiences for the pilot that would be impossible in the 
aircraft, such as depressurization, electrical failure during icing while in IFR conditions, pitot ice, 
etc. The experience you gain in the Malibu Simulator is invaluable.

Our goal is for you to be well versed and comfortable with 
your airplane. The flight portion is a proficiency check for VFR and IFR portions of flight approxi¬ 
mately 2-1/2 hours. We will be happy to include an Instrument Competency Check (ICC) during 
this time period. However, you should understand that the ICC is a check flight for a competency 
"sign off" and will not be treated as an instructional period. If you desire additional training, 
Attitudes can furnish this at an additional hourly rate. The Malibu Initial Training Course is a pre¬ 
requisite for the Recurrent Course.
